As soon as a parasite is discovered 
that will feed on the fly to the point 
of its extinction, the goal will have

agriculture and have rendered a dis­ 
tinct benefit to his fellow man and 
with saving to wheat growers of the 
country of $50,000,000 every year.

DEMSEY SPENT 
BOYHOOD ON FARM 


He&vywefgftt ( hampion Got His 
First Training in Harvest 
Fields. 


William 
Harrison 
Dempsey 
the 
name 
by which the 
world's heavy­ 
weight champion was christened, was 
lo in 2<» years ago in Manassa, Ohio. 
The 
prefix " J a c k ” was assumed by 
the big fellow when he had grown to 
m an’s estate, and had chosen the fis­ 
tic ring for a livelihood. As a fighter 
he had the idea and a good one, that 
by assuming the Christian name of 
"Jack” some of the glamor if not the 
wonderful box mg science which the 
original Jack. Dem pac J, Brooklyn’s 
famous MK<»npanel”, possessed as the 
middle-weight title holder might re ­ 
vert to him. 
Bom 
of 
rugged-parents Dempsey 
claims that he has irish, Scotch and 
Indian blood in his veins and insists 


th a t the fighting qualities for which 
all three races are fam ous have litten 
bred in the bone and blood and have 
tom e to him 
in generous portions 
from his antecedents. 
Most of D em psey’s early life was 
spent in tho open on a farm but later 
he alternated by working in the mines 
except in harvest time when he found 
it more rem unerative to devote his 
strength to reaping wheat and other 
crops in the g rain belt. 
In this way 
Dempsey kept himself in fine physical 
condition, the h a rd labor developing 
the wonderful muscles which proved 
to be such a useful factor in his win­ 
ning the world’s heavyweight title. 
Unlike his challenger, C’arpentier, 
Dempsey had very little early tra in ­ 
ing for a career in the fighting arena, 
while the 
French 
champion was a 
close student of the glove game and an 
actual competitor when he entered his 
"teens.” 


According to D empsey’s own story 
his first fistic encounter was in an im ­ 
provised ring at Montrose, Cob, when 
he was about It* years old. 
His op­ 
ponent 
was 
a 
young 
blacksmith, 
named Woods, whom he knocked out 
in the third round. 
This initial con­ 
test netted the now champion $25. His 
next fight 
also resulted 
iii a third 
round knockout. 
Andy Malloy, who 
had previously walloped one of Dem­ 
psey’s older brothers, being t bt* vic­ 
tim. 


When he was 20 years old Dempsey 
began roving around, taking on a bout 
whenever 
the 
opportunity 
offered, 
while between times he returned to 
odd farm ing jobs or worked as a 
miner. 
His first Eastern experience 
in the fighting arena was in New York 
city where he met Andre Anderson, 
Wild Burt Kenney and Lester Jo hn ­ 
son, a negro in ten round no decision 
bouts. 
This was in 1010. 


During the following year Demp­ 
sey knocked out Al. Norton and (’b a r­ 
ley Miller, each in one round. 
L ater 
he won from Willie 
Meehan, Carl 
Morris, Bob McAllister and (iunhont 
Smith in four round bouts in Califor­ 
nia arui was knocked out in one round 
by Jim Flynn, the "Pueblo F irem an .” 
In the following year Dempsey 
re ­ 
versed this by knocking F’lynn out in 
a single round and followed up with 
a series of knockouts, among his vic­ 
tims being Fred Fulton, Battling Le- 
vinsky, Porky Flynn, A rthu r Pelkey 
and Terry Kellar. 


Dempsey's banner year was UHL* 
when after scoring five knockouts of 
Line round each in Pennsylvania and 
Connecticut, he won the title by stop­ 
ping the big Kansas Jess Willard at 
Toledo, O., on Independence Day two 
years ago. 


Word was received here today of 
the death of Rev. William Franklin 
E yster on S aturday at his home in 
( cete, Nebraska, 
Dr. Eyster, at the 
age of one hundred years, was not 
only the oldest Jiving college graduate 
in the United S tates in regard to age 
hut also in regard to years since g ra d ­ 
uation, this being the 
eighty-second 
year since.he received his diploma. 


Mrs. Stork, of Germ antown, who 
graduated from Moravian Seminary 
in 1821, wag the oldest living gradu ­ 
ate until she died about five years ago, 
and then Mr. Park, a graduate of In­ 
diana State University, held suprem ­ 
acy until his death three years ago. 
Since that time, on the authority of 
the World Almanac, Dr. E yster has 
litten tho oldest living graduate. 


Although in his one hundredth year, 
Dr. 
Eyster made frequent trips to 
the library at Doane College at Crete 
and was known as "a regu lar nine to 
twelve 
o’clock 
visitor.” 
Recently 
Phrenakosm ian 
L iterary 
Society of 
G ettysburg College hung a picture of 
him, as an honorary member of the 
society, in their m eeting room and 
received an autographed letter from 
him. 


As the only surviving member of 
his class in college, he wag a con­ 
tributor 
to tho College 
Endowment 
Fund Drive, and his class, 1839, was 
thus the first to go on the honor roll 
as having a subscription from all its 
members. 


I wo years ago in a letter w ritten to 
Dr. Hcfflebower, form er president of 
G ettysburg College, Dr. E yster, said: 
"D uring the 
intervening years 
be­ 
tw een D**t and I DTTTX supplied L u th ­ 
eran churches at R oto and W averly, 
N ebraska. 
Late years have impaired 
my hearing ami advanced age has led 
me to retire from the active m inistry 
but until quite recently I have been 
called upon to act as tem porary su p­ 
ply for neighboring churches. 


"On Janu ary 20, last I entered my 
ninety eighth year anil in company 
with my youngest son and d aug hter 
at our home in Crete I still am rich­ 
ly blessed in enjoyment of 
com para­ 
tively good health.”
